At present the allocation of 
sugar to consumers of all types 
in Canada industrial and indiv- 
idual—is about 80 pounds per capita. 

Hon. Douglas C. Abbott, min- 
ister of finance, is expected to 
make an announcement on _ the 
subject Monday 

It is naturally anticipated that 
the announcement will envisage a 
substantial increase in the indiv- 
idual Canadian sugar ration, it is 
understood however, sugar ration- 
ing will not be abandoned in Can- 
ada until the full effect of abol- 
ishing sugar rationing in the Unit- 
ed States can be determined 

The increased allotment of sugar 
to Canada is due to the big Cuban 
sugar crop It is also reported 
that because of the availability of 
Cuban sugar, Canadian purchases 
of British West Indian sugar will 

© be decreased. According to report 

this will be done to permit Britain 
io buy more of the BWI sugar with 
sterling whereas the Cuban crop 
must be bought with US’ dollars 
Such a transfer of buying, it is 
estimated, would mean an extra 
drain of some $27,000,000 on Can- 
ada's stock of US dollars but Can- 
ada ean afford the strain better 
than Britain at the moment

City Architect Max. Dewar was more 
than justified in refusing to issue a build- 
ing permit for the erection of a large store 
and office building at the corner of Jasper 
avenue and 100th street. He was bound to do 
so in the light of the well-understood in- 
tention that the block in which this site 
is located is to be made a park area. 

This intention has been definitely on 
the unwritten agenda of civic improvement 
for twenty years. The city already owns 
most.of the property in the block, and coun- | 
cil will presumably take steps to acquire the 
remaining lots when the present re-zoning 
operation has been completed. To permit the 
erection of the proposed building would have 
placed a barrier in the way of carrying out 
this well-established parking project. 

No permits for new buildings or substan- 
tial rebuilding schemes should be issued in 
respect to any part of this area, which has | 
been ear-marked for a down town breathing 
space. Had it not been for the refusal of a 
few property-owners to accept a reasonable 
price for the remaining lots which the city 
requires, the park could now be an accomp- 
lished fact. No move on their part should | 
be permitted which would further compli- 
cate and delay the plans. 


Housing Subsidy Essential 


Modern low-rental housing has been for 
years Canada’s rfost urgent problem. The 
collapse of Housing Enterprises Ltd., has 
doubled the urgency of that problem. 

For Housing Enterprises Ltd., was the | 
remedy produced by the Rt. Hon. J. L. Isley’s | 


planning. It was the minister's answer to | 
those who demanded low-rental houses for | 
Canada’s low-salaried homeless. The insur- 
ance companies would invest their money 
in this housing plan and there would be low- 
rental houses for everybody. 

But the plan failed to work out. It failed | 
to work out for the simple reason that the 
spread is too wide between rentals and build- | 
ing costs. On an average, rents are up 15 
per cent, above 1939 rates. But building costs | 
are up at least 75 per cent, and the trade 
is further hampered by a shortage of trained 
workmen. That differential of 60 per cent 
between rents and costs just couldn’t be 
bridged. 

The 80 per cent of Canada’s people who 
need homes most urgently are totally un- 
able to pay the rent required to finance, by 
private enterprise, a six-room modern home 
which costs in the neighborhood of $6,000 
or more. 

In the meantime, the housing shortage 
is becoming steadily and acutely worse. 
‘About 50,000 new houses were built last 
year. But in the same period, Canada ac- 
quired 100,000 new families. A little more 
than 6,000 houses were built by Wartime 
Housing Ltd. This year about the same num- 
ber will be built by the same agency. 

But the rock bottom figure at which 
these houses, or any house built by private 
enterprise, can be rented or sold at monthly | 
purchase instalments is $40 per month. 

More than 200,000 homeless families in 
Canada, or, at least, 200,000 families with- 
out adequate accommodation, cannot pay 
more than $25 per month or, at most, $30 
per month without seriously upsetting their 
income budgets and robbing their children 
of decent food and clothing. 

Every device yet tried to secure modern 
low-rental housing for these people has 
broken down. There is, at present, not one | 
single plan, public or private, to remedy a 
desperate situation which is daily growing 
worse, 
All this boils down to the inescapable 
fact that unless a direct government sub- 
sidy of at least $500 a room is given to low- 
rental housing, more and more Canadians 
will be homeless 

Such a subsidy wil) not be an outright 
expense on the taxpayer. It will be an invest- 
ment. For it will reduce by 50 per cent the 
millions of dollars now spent on health ser- 
vices, by removing the crowded slum con 
ditions which make those 
sary. It will reduce the number of man work- 
ing days now lost through unnecessary il) 
ness.

Gifts From God 


One of the parables of Jesus that throws 
much light on the requirements of the Christ- 
ian life is that of the servants and the 
talents. 


A talent, of course, was a piece of money. 
There were three servants. One received five 
talents. He had the advantage of capital 
and studied the market, anticipating the 
arrival of caravans from Damascus. He re- 
alized a profit of a hundred per cent on his 
transactions. 


Another servant was entrusted with two 
talents and, being a blunt and honest man 
without imagination, he plodded away and 
turned his two talents into four. 

But the third servant was of a different 
type. He hid his talent in the ground. 

It will be remembered that our Lord 
condemned his action, 

Now the meaning of this parable be- 
comes clear when we substitute “natural 
gifts” for the word “talent.”” Every normal 
person has some kind of a gift from God, 
however small. And the value of each per- 
son is measured, in heavenly eyes, not by 
the extent and number of his gifts, but by 
the use he makes of them.

Livingstone in Westminster Abbey, all eyes 
were turned to Livingstone’s Negro servant 


| who stood mourning at the head of the cof- 


fin. Someone mentioned the vast difference 
between the great world traveler and the 
thick-lipped, ignorant blackamoor. 

And yet they were equal in the sight 
pf God because each possessed the virtue of 
faithfulness and each had employed that 
quality in the manner that was given to 
him. 

Our lives are filled with compulsions and 
duties that are tiresome and onerous. The 


| spirit in which we attack these duties meas- 


ures our actual worth. The Christian man 
is he who does the best he can with that 
which has been given to him.

made to accept as desirable all re- 
strictions placed upon their area 
of choice then it will be possible 
for them to have a complete fee!- 
ing of freedom, even though in 
fact they are subject to excessive 
discipline and rigid restrictions. 
So long as they do not have an op- 
portunity to compare their posit- 
ion with that of others who are not 
so limited they will probably have 
no complaint. This is the reason 
that totalitarian states always im- 
pose strict censorships on speech, 
writing, motion pictures, and trav- 
el], They work on the application 
of the principle implied in the old 
adage “Where ignorance is bliss, 
‘tis folly to be wise.”

IT CAN easily be seen at this 
point however that the feeling of 
freedom is not enough. We are not 
striving to give people merely the 
feeling of freedom, because event- 
ually there will be discerning souls 
and minds who will realize that 
their areas of choice are too restric- 
ted and the struggle will commence 
again. Under Nazi rule in Ger- 
many a great many people accep- 
ted the regulations without any 
complaint, but there were some
